Ginley’s This Morning.

A burglar visited the home of 
Mike McGinley, southeast corner

a t 2 o'clock this morning, and pro­ 
ceeded to make himself at home by 
rummaging the place from cellar to 
garret. 
It is not known how he effected 
an entrance, but the supposition is 
that he either had a key that un­ 
locked the front door or raised a 
«ide window and crawled in.

Oinley was awake and heard what 
sounded like someone walking in 
one of the rooms down stairs. 
The 
wind was blowing outside, and she 
never for an instant thought of a 
burglar being in the house. 
A few minutes later she saw the 
flash of a light up stairs, and a little 
later a second light, as if some one 
had struck a match. 
Her hrst thought was that it was 
the servant, and she called out, “ Is 
that 
you?*' mentioning the 
girl's 
name« 
This settled it, 
and 
the 
thief 
fairly flew. 
He must have been in 
his stocking feet, for he was not 
oven heard as he 
descended the 
stairs. 
By this time Mr. McGinley had 
been awakened and informed that 
there was a burglar in the house. 
Hurriedly arising, he armed him- 
self and went 
in 
search of 
the 
prowler, but he had made his es­ 
cape, leaving no trace of the direc­ 
tion in which he had gone. 
Investigation revealed 
that the 
fellow had taken the precaution not 
to be surprised while at work. The 
front door was left unlocked, and a 
portier that shut of! the front hall 
way from the parlor was removed, 
so that the thief could see if any 
one approached from that direc 
tion. 
The rear dcor was also unlocked, 
and other doors were propped open, 
80 that the fellow would not be in­ 
terrupted in the event rapid egress 
was necessary. 
Thus prepared for work, a com­ 
bination bookcase and desk in the 
west sitting room, in which were a 
number 
of 
papers, 
was 
pried 
open with a screw driver belong­ 
ing to 
the sewing machine para- 
phernalia. 
The fellow must have 
been without a knife, for he used 
the 
screw 
driver in gouging the 
wood around the lock until it looked 
as if rats had gnawed it. 
Every piece of paper in the desk 
was removed and scattered upon the 
floor, the visitor evidently being in 
search of money, but his onlv re- 
ward was a few nickles and dimes 
that belonged to the children, and a 
couple of silk mufflers, the property 
of Frank McGinley. 
This portion of the house search 
ed, the thief proceeded up stairs, 
where the entire family, including 
three men, sleep, and was 
inter 
rupted by Mrs. McGinley awaking 
and calling aloucf to know if it was 
khc servant who had struck a match 
A singular, thing in connection 
with the robbery is that at 3 o'clock 
Sunday morning an unknown man 
attempted to gain an entrance to 
the house through the front door. 
He was seen by 
Mrs. McGinley 
working at the knob, 
and when 
asked what was wanted he walked 
away, passing east on Fifth street. 
He is said to have been a tali ' 
man, well dressed, wearing a cap, 


long overcoat and toothpick shoes, 
but whether white or black is not 
known. 
When Mr. McGinley arose yes 
terday morning he found a horse 
hitched on the west side of his res­ 
idence, and he naturally supposed 
that the man who had called owned 
the animal, but no thought was en 
tertained of a burglar having paid 
his respects at the house. 
The horse was turned over to O f­ 
ficer Hansberger, who placed it in 
a livery stable, 
and later it was 
claimed by a fanner living one and 
one half miles north of Hughesville, 
who stated that he had imbibed too 
freely Saturday night and fell from 
his steed. 
The supposition is that 
someone found the 
animal roam­ 
ing around near Mr. 
McGinley's 
and hitched it to the first post he 
came to. 
Mike's only regret is that he did 
not realize the true situation sooner, 
when he heard the burglar gouging 
away at the bookcase down stairs, 
in 
which 
event 
Coroner 
Cowan 
would have had an inquest on his 
hands today.

GOVERNMENT CROP REPORT. 


Th e Av erag e Co u d itio u 
o f Win ter 
Wh eat Is Placed at 8 1.L 


W a s h ing t o n , April 12.— The re­ 


port of the department of agricul­ 
ture for April makes the average 
condition of winter 
wheat 
81.4, 
against 99.5 D ecem ber i; 77.1 
last 


April and 81.4 at the same time in 
1895. 
L eadin g winter wheat states 
show average as follows: 


Pennsylvania, 
96; 
O hio, 
82; 
M ichigan, 85; Indiana, 65; Illinois, 
40; Missouri, 60; Kansas, 80; C a li­ 
fornia, 99. 


T h e average rye condition was 
88 9, against 82.9 last year. 
Th e condition of the soil at time 
of seeding was favorable through­ 
out the country, a few 
scattered 
counties repcirting it too dry or too 
wet, so that by D ecem ber i a crop 
nearly standard was indicated, the 
falling off since D ecem ber, greatest 
in Illinois, but strongly shown in 
every neighboring state,and making 
an a/erage of 
18 per cent for the 
whole country, is due to the sharp 
freezes of early winter. 
Snow c o v ­ 
ering 
was 
ample 
m 
the 
R o c k y 
mountain stales and westward, 
but 
to the east it was scanty. 
T h e d e ­ 
ficiency caused little damage along 
the Atlantic slope, where the winter 
was mild and the favorable in d ica­ 
tions continue, no important wheat 
state showing a condition under 95. 
The condition of winter w^heat is 
reported below 
average in Great 
Britain, 
France and 
Holland, b e ­ 
cause of excessive rains, but favor­ 
able in Central and Eastern Europe. 
In Southern Russia there have been 
extensive re-sowings,but the weather 
has so delayed field work in Western 
Europe that the spring wheat area 
will be greatly cut down, the shortage 
in France alone being 750,000 acres. 
O f horses, 2.1 
per cent are re­ 
ported as having died from disease 
during the year, while the losses of 
cattle were 3.5 per cent; of sheep, 
from all causes, 5.5 per cent, and 
of swine, 14.4 per cent. 
Last year's 
percentage has been reduced.
